Considerable pressure is being made on Con- 
gress to boost the minimum' wage right now to $2 
an hour rather than wait until 1973 as proposed 
in. a House bill. ''

The proponents contend that the increase 
would give the economy a Jift by creating addi- 
tional spending power. This is fallacious reason- 
ing. ■ : 

Minimum-wage jobs are given to those who 
lack the experience or know-how to step into 
higher wage brackets. They are the 'first step in 
the ladder. ' 



By removing the bottom rung, not only will 
many of these jobs be eliminated, but all wages 
will be pushed up so that the inf lationary price in- 
creases soon would blunt any benefits from the 
increase. 

When you add these factors to the increased 
difficulty that employers will have with lower- 
wage competitors overseas, it seems likely that a 
higher minimum wage will do more harm than 
good to those it is intended to benefit. ;■

Automobile insurance compan- 
ies soon may be experiencing Ihe 
heavy hand of Federal legisla- 
tion as well as more coercive 
laws from the -50 State Legisla- 
tures.

"ho fault" insurance designed to 
benefit all motorists who sustain 
personal damages from automo- 
bile accidents. , ...*■•. 

The pepartment of Transporta- 
tion reports that motorists who 
have suffered less than $500 in 
damages collect an average of 
more than four times the amount 
of their losses. However, those 
suffering substantial injuries from 
$10,000 to $25,000 or more, collect 
an average of only 15 to 50 per- 
cent of their claims. Indeed, 'less 
than one-half of the people in- 
volved in automobile accidents 
collect any money from liability 

insurance In _ addition, Jawyersl 

fees average .25 per cent of the 
amounts recovered.

''People dorl't realize it, but as the weather 
warms,, it becomes the burglar's most valuable 
tool/' says Police Chief Jack Davis. "For exam- 
ple, about 20 per cent.of all breaking and enter- 
ing crimes occur simply when people leave their 
doors unlocked." 

But short of actual electronic installations, 
which are the best burglar deterents, „ there are a 
number of steps individuals can take to. provide 
some measure of safeguard for their homes., 

1. If you're moving into a new home, /don't 
give your keys to strange contractors or service- 
men.

•coverage would enable victims 
of ..automobile accidents to re- 
cover their "net ecorio^njic loss" 
within 3D days after proof -of such 
loss is filed wiih the 1 - insurer. 
Payment would be made by the 
victim's own insurance company 
without reference .to who caused 
the accident. Ultimate adjust- 
ment of claims as between insur- 
ance companies would be deter- 
mined later without the victim 
having to wait interminably for 
his money. In addition to the 
speedy recoveries available un- 
der the proposed "no fault" insur 
ance, claimants would be per- 
mitted to assert damage, claims 
based on negligence in excess of 
J 'net economic loss" to be re- 
solved in conventional court pro- 
ceedings. 

The Slate of -Massachusetts-al- 
ready has established a "no 
fault" insurance program which 
became.effective January 1, 1971. 
After the first three months of 
operation, , bodily injury, claims 
have been reduced by 3B percent 
■—indicating that . automobile in- 
surance rates soon may be 
reduced— if this trend continues. 

Another problem sought to be 
cured by "no fault" insurance: is 
that of court congestion. More 
than 200,000 cases a year are 
added to the nation's existing 
court load and a total of more 
than 17 percent or the time of 
our nation's judges is consumed 
in automobile accident claim 
cases. Accordingly, a shift to a 
"no fault" insurance system 
couldlcad to-a-more expeditious 
and improved administration of 
justice and. a reduction of expens- 
es for court and juries. 

A principal source of opposition 
has been expressed by those trial 
lawyers who reap huge fees on 
the contingent accident claims. 
It is estimated that about 56 cents 
out of every dollar spent on lia- 
bility insurance, is expended on 
insurance company overhead and 
lawyer's fees. A paltry 14 cents 
out of every insurance dollar goes 
for medical costs and lost wages 
—which are the real damages 
which the victim of an, accident

Whatever the ultimate outcome 
of the current interest, in "no 
fault" insurance, the/ automobile

Prune Lilacs To 
Promote Flowering 

You'll get more and better lilac 
blooms next year if you prune 
this year's flowers promptly to 
prevent seed development. 

Once lilac blooms have passed 
their prime, both seed and shoots 
that will produce next year's flow- 
ers begin to develop. Prompt 
cutting of the developing seed 
will help the plant produce a 
more adequate growth of new 
shoots for next year's blossoms, 
soys Ray T. Nicholas , Lake 
County. Extension adviser. 

He also points out that French 
and Persian lilacs become over- 
crowded and overgrown unless 
you prune out occasional stems 
each year. Concentrate on the 
larger stems that are 4 to 5 
years old, cutting them off at 
ground level. It's also a good Idea 
to thin out the younger stems 
so that each has plenty of grow; 
ing room and sunlight, 

Thumb-sized stems can be fust 
as productive as the larger 
stems if you give them room to 
grow. A few minutes of pruning 
each year can produce an attrac- 
tive plant around six feet high. 
And removing the older wood also 
helps get rid the plant borers, 
Nicholas points out. 

Detailed Instructions on prun- 
ing are found in Circular 1033, 
"Pruning Evergreens and Decidu- 
ous Trees and Shrubs." Single 
Copies are available at the Lake 
County- Extension .

'One. of the best ways to con- 
trol . weeds, in' your ,lawn r is to 
maintain a dense' stand of. grass,, 
says V' Hay ,yT. ■ Nicholas,^ 1 Lake 
Cohnty Extension 1 Adviser.*"' Gross' 
competes with, the. weeds for 
light, moisture and other essen- 
tials for growth, and that com- 
petition reduces number of 
weeds. 

Maintaining' a dense stand re- 
quires proper fertilizing,; mowing, 
and- watering. - : Mowing too .close 
decreases vigor of grass .and al?' 
lows more weeds to come into the 
turf. ,How high ; you clip'*do-, 
pchds oji kind of, . grass. Leave 
<two inches if you have o Ken- 
tucky bluegrass. , 

Frequent shallow, watering . also 
favors weed growth. Nicholas 
advises • soaking the soil . to a 
depth of 6 to 8 inches, allowing, a 
week or more between waterings. 
Rut If you've applied a herbicide, 
check directions on the container 
ito i see how soon you can i water.' 
If you have only a few weeds, 
you may be able to control them 
by pulling. But many weeds, 
sucK ■ as' dandelion and "quack 
grass/ have* extensive roots and 
stems that break when pulled— 
and the weeds then send up addi- 
tional shoots. ; 

Digging is another time-con- 
suming and tedious method. If 
your lawn has a lot of weeds that 
herbicides will handle, you can 
save time and effort by using the 
chemicals. ' 

You can control many broad- 
leaved weeds, including dande- 
lion,, with periodic applications of 
2, 4-D during the growing season. 
Spring applications usually give 
satisfactory results. Weeds may 
be more resistant- to 2, 4-D al 
certain times than at others. Ma- 
ture weeds are commonly less 
susceptible to the herbicide than 
younger ones. 

Nicholas explains that ,2,,.4-D 
should always be used With" ex- 
treme caution- and as directed on 
the container. Drift from 2, 4-D 
may kill or injure certain plants 
near the area being treated. The 
non-volatile amine form/ is the 
best to use on home lawns. 

If you've sprayed 2, 4-D, on 
weeds it is best not to use .the 
same sprayer to put other chemi- 
cals on desirable plants that, are 
susceptible to 2, 4-D. '

Check the towing capability of 
your car by consulting the own- 
er's manual or call your dealer 
for the manufacturer's towing 
recommendations. 

No matter what size trailer 
you'll be towing, a good solid 
trailer hitch is essential. Bumper 
hitches are not acceptable for 
trailers weighing more than 500 
pounds,^J^ajme_httches, which 
are either bolted or welded - di- 
rectly to the frame, are .prefer- 
able for all but the lightest trail- 
ers. 

Non-equalizing frame hitches 
place most of the trailer's weight 
oir the rear ; wdei^of -:yoOT;- r cBr. 
which can adversely affect hand- 
ling characteristics, especially 
with heavier trailers. Equalizing 
hitches distribute the load more 
evenly over both car and trailer 
axles. Anti-sway devices will help 
control the fishtailing effect that 
sometimes occurs with heavy 
loads. 

States roquire additional safe- 
ty chains no matter what type 
of hitch is used in order to, make 
certain the trailer always re- 
mains attached to your car. 

Several state regulations re- 
garding trailer towing vary from 
one state to the next. 

For example, most states set a 
lower speed limit for cars towing 
a trailer. Many states require 
clearance lights in addition (o 
brake lights and directional sig- 
nals on the rear of the trailer. 
Extra rear view mirrors arc of- 
ten required and you'll find them 
essential to good view beyond the 
rear of the trailer. Certain brake 
requirements based on weight 
and performance characteristics 
also are stipulated by some 
states. 

Handling your vehicle with a 
trailer in tow demand extra cau- 
tion. You'll want to take extreme 
care when pulling out to pass. Ac- 
celeration will be slower due to 
the additional . weight and youll 
need more space for getting past 
the other vehicle. Braking dis- 
tance will likewise be longer. And 
keep an eye on the gas gauge 
wtih;an extra load yon'il bum 
more fuel. 

Check your insurance coverage; 
to make certain you are protect- 
ed when towing a trailer. As. a 
rule, the liability and properly 
damage provisions of your car 
insurance .apply to the trailer, 
but collision, theft, fire and com- 
prehensive coverage must be 
purchased -separately. '• :
